Paul has been interested in 
electrical and electronic equipment 
Since very early in his life. He was 
the Stage Electrician at Oakland 
High School where he graduated in 
1931. He went to U.C.Berkeley in'32 
but after two years had a good job 
offer from a branch of Philco. 

Paul married in 1934 and then 
took a better job in San Francisco 
for a large insurance company in the 
mechanical and audio-visual section. 

Sometime in 1932/3 he met and 
became friends with Bud Steadman, 
W6CX, the original owner of MDARC's 
repeater. (KT6Y is now trustee). 

Paul joined the Navy in 1942 at 
the start of World War II as a 
Warrant Electrician assigned to the 
Communications Division of the 
Bureau of Ships in Washington, D.C. 
where it was his job to repair 
Teletypes and Cryptographic 
machines. ' 

The British had left one of 
their coding machines at Dunkirk 
when the Germans pushed them into 
the channel, so Paul's job was to 
strip down about 10 of our electric 
coding machines so the U.S. and 
Britain could communicate. All of 
the machines were in operation 
within 24 hours. 

Paul was then assigned to Com.17 
in Alaska and the Aleutians to set 
up repair bases for Coding Machines 
and Teletypes. He was promoted to 
Chief Warrant Officer and two years 
later returned to Mare Island where 
he took a discharge and returned to 
civilian life and the audio/visual 
job in the insurance company where 
he set up a TV studio and updated 
some of the projection and sound 
equipment. 

As a part-time job on week-ends 
he worked for a hearing aid company, 
repairing and calibrating audio- 
meters and repairing hearing aids. 


Paul's first marriage ended in 
divorce and after a few years he 
met a lady Underwriter in the 
insurance company. Joyce and Paul 
were married in 1965. He took an 
early retirement in 1974. 

Another good friend who worked 
at the insurance company was Hank, 
W6ZHY, who persuaded Paul to become 
a Ham, and naturally, Paul wanted 
to associate with W6CX and MDARC.

FREQUENCIES FOR PACKET RADIO 
by George Jones, KI6YK 


The band plans proposed by the 
ARRL do not make it clear exactly 
which frequencies are available 
locally for VHF and UHF packet 
radio because so much depends on 
the determination of local user 
groups and local coordinators. 
Thanks to Brad Watson WA6AEO, the 
following shows how the suggested 
packet frequencies are being used 
in this area: 


2-Meters 

144.910 K-to-K, digi 

144.930 K-to-K, BBSs 

144.950 K-to-K, DX 

144.970 Mostly BBSs
